PROPOSED STEAMSHIP SERVICE. 

In referring to the rapid extension of 
Egyptian trade, both export. and import, the 
Bulletin of the French Chamber of Commerce 
points out that three powerful factors combine 
in this evolution, i.e., (1) the considerable in-. 
crease in the population ; (2) the extension of 
cultivation; (3) the high price reached by 
cotton during recent years. The last two 
items, it is said, bring in a net: profit of 125 
million francs. 

The imports into Egypt, which in 1895 
amounted to L.E. 8,389,933, were in 1903 
L.E, 16,753,190, while the exports in the 
same period increased trom L.E. [2,816,597 to 
L.E. 19,539,524. These figures are eloquent, 
but the returns for 1904 will be still more 
striking, as at the end-of October the increase 
over the same date in 1903 wasabout 60,000,000 
francs in imports and 53,000,000 in exports. 

The Chamber is of course mainly interested 
in the share which France has taken in this 
increase of trade, and finds that country 
has made progress on a par with Egypt. The 
imports from France rose from L.E. 934,165 
in 1895 to L.E. 1,647,506 in 1903, while the 
exports to that country increased in value 
from L.E. 1,035,627 to L.E. 1,685,316. In’ 
view of these figures the Chamber is led to 
enquire if the service of navigation between 
the two countries keeps pace with the in- 
crease in trade, and is reluctantly bound 
to admit that this is not so. For example, 
the tonnage of French steamships calling at 
Alexandria in the périod under review only 
increased from 286,000 to 305,000, while 
their number decreased from 137 to 115. 

Thus, while French trade has almost doubled, 
French maritime lines are wheré they were ing 
1895. On the other hand, England has in# 
creased her tonnage by 297,590, Germany by 
82,715, and Italy by 81,707, which three 
countries have no doubt benefited to a great 
extent by the increase in trade with France. 

The Chambom suggests thé establishment of 
a service between Dunkirk and Alexandria, 
the ships to call at St.. Nazaire, Bordeaux, 
Algiers, and Tunis on tlie way, This proposed 
itinerary has already been under consideration 
by several steamship owners, but the financial 
risk has always proved the principal obstacle 
to its establishment. This risk, judging by 
the figures given, wouldseem to have disappear- 
ed, and, in the opinion of the Chamber, no- 
thing stands in the way of the project being 
realised. 

The Bulletin then goes on to give particulars 
of the principal imports from the various ports 
of France and holds out a glowing prospect 
for the company with the enterprise necessary 
to start the proposed steamship line. A 
monthly service would, it maintains, be 
sufficient for a commencement, and this might 
be extended as the need arose.

During the coming season it is proposed that 
Prof. Petrio, who is the permanent officer of 
the Fund in charge of excavations, shall go to 
Sinai, where he hopes to collect important data 
relating to the early history of Egypt. In 
Egypt itself, M. Naville, with the assistance 
of Mr. H.R. Hall, will continue at Deirel 
Bahari the clearing of the site of the earlier 
terrace-temple, adjacent to that of Queen 
Hatshepsu, which they discovered last winter. 
This work, which was commenced last season, 
is scarcely half achieved, and must be brought 
to a proper conclusion, Funds, therefore, 
have in some way to be found to carry it out, 
It is & site of very great promise, both historic 
ally and archwologically ; and, moreover, the 
Fund is under an engagement with the Egyp 
tian authorities not to abandon it till its 
clearance has been effected. 

In his report tothe general meeting of the 
Fund held on November 11th, the hon. trea 
surer showed that atter deducting the expenses 
including salaries and authorship) of the 
publications annually distributed to h 
subseriber to the Pund, and after allowing for 
uthee expenses, the ordinary subscription of 


was formerly received. [tis to be fe 


one guinea leaves only the small margin of 3s. 
to be devoted ‘to labor and other outlay on 
excavations. ‘This margin is too small for 
prictical purposes, and it is evident that the 
cbief cost of the excavations has hitherto been 
borne by those whose annual contributions are 
in excess of one guinea. 

In order, therefore, to meet the expenses 
of the coming season's work, the Committee 
would appeal to the subscribers of one guinea 
or under, and would suggest that, if possi 
ble, they should generously double their 
subscription for at least the current year, 
or make some substantial donation to the 
Fund. Lf this appeal should with a 
yeneral response there will be no difhculty 


meet 


in providing sufficient means for the excava 
tions of the coming season. Failing this, it 
is feared that the Fund will have to draw 
upon its small capital, which would be a 
cause for much regret 

What has been said about the Fuiid and 
the minimum snbseription applies also to 
the Archwological Survey and to the Gneco-

tions connected with these branches do not 
cost so much as those of the Fund. There

THE BRINDIST MAIL, 


Rome, December 10. 

Signor Saporito, President of the Royal 
Commission on the Italian Railways, has just 
presented his report to the Ministry of Public 
Works, The report contains one paragraph of 
special interest to Egyptian readers, viz., that 
which deals with the weekly P. and O, express 
train to Brindisi. 

I pointed ont last summer, from consider- 
able personal experience of the Adriatic ronte, 
the many deficiencies which are allowed to 
delay the transit-of that train. Signor Saporito 
fully confirms all that I then wrote, and he 
quotes eloquent figures which show that the 
number of passengers travelling annually be. 
tween London and Brindisi, and vice versd, has 
fallen off from two thousand eight hundred in 
1903 to one thousand five hundred and fifty 
last yer. Such a result was only to be ex- 
pected 

So long as the line from Bologna to Brindisi 
remains single,delays are bound to occur, while 
the company complains that the rolling-stock 
used for the weekly express is unsuited to the 
exigencies of the railway. Moreover, the. fares 
are very high—a fact of importance when it is 
remembered that a large proportion of Anglo- 
Indian travellers, officers and civilians, are not 
millionaires. 

Signor Saporito’s report suggests that “some- 
thing should be done,” and that in compensa 
tion for the increased expense which it should 
be asked to bear the Adriatic Company ought 
to have an extra allowance from the Govern- A 
ment, Sooner or later, no doubt, the Brindisi WIT d 
route will cease to bo used, when the Vienna 
Nish Salonika or Vienna-Larissa-Pirwus lines |
